Pioneer black 
physician honored 
on his retirement 


NEWARK—One of Newark’s 
mostprominent African-American or- 
thopedic physicians who helped pave 
the way for many black physicians 
entering the field of orthopedics, Dr. 
Eleby Washington is retiring after 
nearly 40 years of service to United 
Hospitals Orthopedic Center. This 
year’s annual medical staff meeting 
and dinner of United Hospitals physi 
cians paid tribute to Dr. Washington. 

When Dr. Washington arrived at 
the Home and Hospital for Crippled 
Children and Adults (now United Hos- 


pital) in 1955, he was the first African- 
‘American orthopedic physician to join 
the staff. He was also one of very few 
physicians who had the opportunity to 
train under Dr. Henry Kessler, special- 
ist in rehabilitative medicine who later 
founded the Kessler Institutes,

Police target 
After the video of police officers beating Rodney King appeared on 


television, people all over the world displayed great sensitivity to the issue 
of police brutality. Prior to that time, few people even believed that it was a 


local, much less a national, problem. 

With Rodney King's brutality now old news, American complacency to 
the problem of police brutality has reemerged. But black males are 
continuing to get the hell beat out of them, in most cities in this country — 
just as has always been the case. 

The black male has become the scapegoat for all that is wrong with 
America. “The best way to get rid of racismis to jail as many black males as 
we can. That way, there won’ 
more than a joke. Back males from coast-to-« coast are finding themselves 
bate’: by police.

The officer is trying to provoke the victim, the black male, into saying

in jail, you'll learn to respect police! 

The cycle of irrational police thinking goes like this: If you are a black 
male, you are most likely involved with drugs. If you are involved with drugs 
you probably use drugs. If you use drugs, your drug choice is crack. If your 
drug of choice is crack, you are most likely addicted to crack. If you are 
addicted to crack, you probably have an expensive habit. if you have an 
expensive habit, you will | probably have to steal, since blacks don't like to 
work. If you have ti our habit, you 
to society. If you are a menace to society, you should be arrested 
immediately. 

Conclusion. “Since it is known that if you are a black male, you will 
eventually be a threat to society, we are going to have to arrest you 
eventually, so we might as well arrest you now.” 

This conclusion is the basic principle that guides most police behavior, 
and is the result of regular brutal assaults by the police upon black males, 

Dominate! Dominate! Dominate! This directive is prominently displayed 
and expressed at police training academies, in police departments and on 
the street. Police are trained to be abusive whether or not it means injuring 
innocent black people.

sometimes when they are inside their homes. Several years ago, the only 
black
